WEEKLY REPORT 


During the past week officers of 
the Ma}ioc Detachment, Ontario Pro- 
vincial Police investigated 12 traffic 
accidents, four accidents involved 
personal injuries, with 6 people in- 
jured, fortunately however, no one 
seriously.

GATHER AT 
HAY BAY CHURCH 


_ Historic Hay Bay Church, the’first 
Methodist Church built in Canada, 
held its 174th anniversary on Sunday. 

Close to 200 Bay of Quinte 
idents with United Empire Loy 
‘tiem made the annual pilgrimmage to 
the old Church:on the shores of Hay 
Bay where their ancestors settled in 
the late 1880's. 

The original church, 36 by 30 feet, 
was built in 1792.and about 40 
later, when the congregation outgrew 


present dimensions. 

Sunday afternoon Rev. J. A. David- 
son, president of the Bay of Quinte 
(Conference and minister of Sydenham 
United Church at Kingston, delivered 
the anniversary sermon, speaking on 
the topic “Into the New Age.” 

The officiating minister was Rev: 
Harold B. Beal of Hamilton, chair- 
man of the board of trustees for Old 
Hay Bay Church and former minister 
at Belleville. ‘ 

Also taking part in the service 
were Rev. H. A. Mellow and His 
Honor Judge Gerald F. Smith of 
Wapanee. 

The old Hay Bay Church is one of 
the few links remaining with the 
orgina] settlement in Ontario and 
the birth of Methodism in Canada. 

Most of the -U.E.L. pioneers had 
arrived fom the United States in 1784 
to. settle on wilderness land which 
‘had been hastily surveyed only the 

The church was built at an orig- 
inal cost of something like 107 
pounds (Halifax Currency) with the 
mibecription list containing many of 
the names still common to the dis- 
trict. The church was built under the 
direction of William Losee, the first 
regularly appointed intinerant Meth- 
odist preacher west of the Maritimes. 

Actually the old church was used 
as a meeting place for the congre- 
gation for only about 70 years, when 
a new church on ardifferent site was 
buitt. Still later a third church, the 
one in present use, was erected. 

After construction of the second 
church the orginal Hay Bay edifice 
fell into a state of disrepair and, be- 
coming privately owned at one time, 
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In the words of Rev. Arthur G. 
Reynolds, United Church archivist 
and historian, the original Hay Bay 
Chureh has been preserved “as if by 
a miracle.” 


The first talk of preservation of 
the old Hay Bay Church apparently 
took place more .than 100 ago 
and then again in 1885 when the min- 
ister of the Bath Curcuit, Rev. Rich- 
ard Duke, appalled at the condition 
of so historic a building, interviewed 
the owner with the hope of securing 
it for the Methodist Church 

The Bath minister of 1885 ‘was un- 
successful in his effort to obtain the 
old building for Methodist Church, 
but he apparently started the move- 
ment for its reclamation. 

Finally in'1910° the old church and 
three and a half ‘acres of land, in- 
cluding the graveyard, were purch- 
ased fog the Methodist Church from 
the Platt Estate for $300. 

Following restoration “to preserve”’ 
large sound timbers from decay” the 
restored church was officially re- 
opened in 1912. 

Further work on the old church 
has gone on since 1912 and in ’25 
with Church Union, the old church 


| became the property of the United 


Church in Canada and has since been 
under the care of a board of trustees 
appointed by the Bay of Quinte .Con- 
ference. ,

In 1957 the Archaelogical and 
Historic Sites Board of the Province 
of Ontario, erected a historic plaque 
at the site and then, in 1961, a mon- 
ument was dedicated to the memory 
of victims of a drowning accident 
which in 1819 took the lives of ten 
young people: crossing Hay Bay on 
their way to chtirch service. 

Eighteen people had set out in a 
boat from the north shore and dis- 
covered too late that the boat was 
leaky. Eight of the 18 persons in the 
boat were rescued. The  victim’s 
bodies were recovered and are buried 
in the old cemetery, immediately 
across from old Hay Church.

Looking at these figures, it is ob- 
‘vious that we are much better off to- 

\\ day. But a study made by the Nation- 
al Industrial Conference Board in- 
dicates that, because of taxation and 
inflation, the figures are quite mis- 
leading. The Board is a private 
economic research group headquart- 
ered in New York and the study dealt, 
pees U. 8. statistics, but no doubt it 

| would apply to Canada principle.

so reduced the purchasing power of 
the dollar that a U.S. worker has to 
earn $13,234 a year to be as well off 
as the $5,000 earner of 1939. The es- 
| calation is even more, pronounced in 
the higher income brackets In 1939 
ithe $25,000-a-year man who was 
married and had two children paid 
$1,727 income tax. To have as much 
money to spend today he has to have 
an income of $76,416, because out of 
that sum the income tax takes $22,- 
562 and the effects of inflation will 
subtract another $30,581. 

As noted, these are American fig- 
ures, but there is evidence that inflat- 
ion’ and taxation have undermined 
workers’ income to about the same 
extent in Canada. As a measure of 
how much less the dollar buys be- 
cause of inflation there is the point 
that the consumer price index has 
risen from 62.5 in 1939 to 143.8 in 
June of this year, which means that 
the cost of liying has gone up by 
about 125 per cent in the period. On 
the taxation side, the corsbined iake 
of the three levels of government as 
a porportion of the country’s total 
output of wealth has risen from less 
than 20 per cent in 1939 to more than 
32 per cent today. 

To consider income tax only, in 
1939 the average amount remitted to 


Ottawa by those Canadians in the 
$4,000 to $5,000 taxable income 
bracket —- who were relatively well 


off since their incomes were four te 
five times that of the average factory 
worker — was only $71. Today the 
person with a taxable income of $650 
pays a tax of $71. Those with a tax- 
able income four or five times the av- 
erage factory wage -- that is, some- 
thing like $20,000 a year —- pay an 
income tax to Ottawa of $6,400. 

Perhaps it is pointiess to mourn 
the passing of the good old days, but 
the workingman. might reasonably 
yearn for the good old dollar.

At least 57 persons died in accidents 
across Canada during the weekend. 4 

A Canadian Press survey from 6 
p.m. Friday to midni¢ht Sunday, 
local times, showed 42 died in traffic 
accidents, 11 drowned and four died 
in other accidents. “ 

Quebec reported 25 dead, including 
20 traffic. deaths, three drownings 
and two miscellaneous accidents. 

Nine died in Ontario road accidents 
and one person drowned. In addition, 
a .child suffocated in a plastic bag 
and a man broke his neck diving in- 
to a swimming pool. 

There were four traffic deaths in

Gourds are gorgeous 


DEAR READERS: Let no one 
“deny there are other things than 
flowers, grasses and wéeds for 
interesting dried winter centre 
pieces and bouquets. 


Gourds are gorgeous. 


_ But they shquidn't be picked 

\until fully ripeand the vine 
foliage is withered and dry. 
Whether you buy them at the 
vegetable and fruit market, or 
cut them down carefully your- 
self, handle the ones destined 
for preserving with care. 


Use only the perfect ones. 
Discard any with scratches or 
bruises. Wash thoroughly in a 
strong household disinfectant 
solution and lay out on a screen 
in a cool dim room for about 
two weeks. From time to time 
wipe off any condensation of 
moisture that may form and al- 
ways keep them from touching 
one another. 

As a preservative, shellac and 
varnish are out. When the shell 
of the gourd is hard and firm, 
Rive ita lustrous long-lasting 
finish by coating it completely 
with liquid wax. 

Notice how this treatment 
emphasizes the positive? 

Pick those stately bullrushes 
now to lend character and grace 
of form to off-season, centre 


pieces. 
If you've had trouble with 
their mattress-filling heads 


drying out and bursting there's 
a simple preventative. Dip the 
heads only in white shellac 
(fruit juice tins are suggested 
for this procedure) and hang 
them upside down to dry. Warm 
attics and garages are just the 
places. 

Autumn colored Indian corn 
can be made even more attrac- 
tive by turning back the husks a 
little and allowing these husks 
fo. curl the rest of the wy 
themselves. They will dry to a 
lovely, almost transparent, 
white. 

Pine cones, of course, will dry 
when laid outside, with no trou- 
ble. Separate them well in a sin- 
gle layer in an open box. A gen-

Don't ruin your good sewing 
scissors. If you use them for 
shaping bleach and detergent 
bottles, theyll be too dull for 
cutting cloth. 


Use an old pair of kitchen 
ones and keep them especially 
for cutting paper and plastic. 


It's a wise idea to file or 
sandpaper the edges of the. cut 
plastic until smooth. The fin. 
ished product looks better and 
all danger of anyone hurting 
themselves, even a little bit, is 
removed.

The question is not so 
much whether the governments 
will be returned) to office, but 
how soon the present premiers 
will give up their power. 

Premiers W. A. C. Bennett of 
British Columbia and Joey 
Smallwood of Newfoundland 
may both be campaigning in 
their last elections. : 

Bennett, who has ruled B. C. 

since 1952 — longer than any 
ether in the province's history 
— js not far away from retire- 
ment. Joey Smallwood, at 65 the 
only premier Newfoundland has 
known since it entered Con‘ed- 
eration, had said flatly that he 
plans to quit soon. 

,Newfoundlanders are voting 
Bept. 8 ‘and B.C. votes next 
Mionday, Sept. 12. There are 
actually two campaigns in one 
going on in’ Newfoundland, as 
two federal by-elections are 
being held there on the follow- 
ing Monday, Sept. 19. 

The campaign in B.C, is said 
to be so lacklustre—something 
aew for a province which usual- 
ly revels in clectioneering —- 
‘that the opposition parties have 
practically conceded the govern: 
ment’s return. 


Issues have been so har« to 
@nd in B.C. that NDP leider 
Robert Strachan, whose party 
held 14 seats against five Liber- 
als and 33 Social Crediters, has 
been reduced to criticizing the 
Socreds for failing to re-nomi-

Bennett's key tactic has been 
to keep a careful watch on dub- 
lic support for opposition pro- 
posals, then to pull the rug {rom 
under the NDP and Liberals by 
doing the very thing they've 
been advocating.

We did a fair amount of trav- 
elling this summer. There's 
nothing left from it but a pile of 
travel folders and 12 equal 
monthly payments at the bank. 
But I thought the least I could 
do was to pass along a few trav- 
el notes to those planning a trip, 
or wishing they'd taken one. 


First of all, don't wish, just 
do it. If y@u wait until you can 
afford a trip you'll be too old to 
enjoy it. There’s nothing more 
pitiful than those tottering old 
wrecks you'll see on any cruise. 
who have put off “The Trip” 
until the children are grown, 
the mortgage is paid and Dad 
has retired. 


It's easy, almost frighteningly 
easy, to take a trip without 
money. Railroads, air-lines and 
shipping companies are only too 
happy to take you to Timbuktu 
on the never-never plan. 


Just forget about that new 
dishwasher or wallpaper and 
sign on the dotted line. Your 
friendly travel agent will loan 
you a pen. By the way, it’s a 
good idea to plan your trip 
through a travel agent. There's 
no charge as he’s paid by the 
air-rail-hotel people. Also, it’s 
reassuring when you arrive in a 
strange city at midnight, to be 
able to wave that reservation in 
the desk clerk’s face, even 
though it’s for the wrong date. - 


How to get there? If it’s a 
long haul, and your time is lim- 
ited, and your legs are short, 
flying is your best bet. It’s dull, 
cramped, the baggage handling 
is little short of vandalism, and 
there’s always a‘ long ride into 
town from the airport, for 
which you pay. But, you're there 
in a hurry. 


Trains are lurchy and rather 
slow, but you can relax. There’s 
nothing like a stroll through a 
train to add some color to your 
trip.

No holiday there for me. 

For the person traveling 
alone, on a budget, the bus is 
the best. It’s drafty or hot or 
cold or dusty.

But 
you can go a long way on a 
100 bucks. 


About clothes. Pack carefully, 
everything you think you're 
going to need, and then leave 
exactly half your luggage at 
home, and you'll be just right. 

The price of good 
meals, ahywhere, will make .a 
strong man weep great salt 
tears. Only’ solution is to take 
along a large plastic bag filled 
with bologna sandwiches, dill 
pickles, cheese and other goo- 
dies. About the third day on the 
trip, it looks, smells and tastes 
like pemmican, but you'll have 
lots of privacy, and you won't 
have to tip any waiters. 

About tips. The dime is a 
quaint coin that became obso- 
lete during the '40’s and is now 
used only in vending machines. 
The quarter is rapidly going the 
same way. But have one pocket 
stuffed with them and the other 


with dollar bills, and you'll see 
‘ nothing but smiling faces and 


friendly outstretched hands all 
along your route. 

About service. The country is 
going to. pot. Remember all 
those snarling assistant manag- 
ers, supercilious desk clerks and 
larcenous bell-hops during the 
post-war period? They've all dis- 
appeared. To the place to which 
I frequently consigned them, I 
hope. This summer ] was rather 
severely shocked to mect a 
friendly assistant manager, a 
bell-hop with a sense of humor, 
and no less than three courteous 
cab divers. My wife nearly faint- 
ed when one of them jumped 
out and opened the door for her. 
Needless to say, this was in The 
West. ’ 

There's only one thing wrong 
with travelling. It costs you the 
shirt right off your back, Best 
way around this is to steal a 
credit card belonging to Joe P.

Crop Specialist for the Quinte area, 
reports that this condition is quite 
prevaient. Thé cause of this smut 
development can be attributed to un- 
settled weather conditions of the 
summer of 1966. The hot dry period 
of the summer occurred just when 
smut infection was at its most pre- 
valent stage. At the same time, due 
to the hot weather, most of our corn 
was just barely surviving. Under 
this weakened condition, the smut 
infection spread rapidly. 

As far as we know at the present 
time there will be no detrimental 
effect from putting this smut infected 
corn into the silo. Smut is a fungus, 
not a mould. As far as is known 
fungus growth will not effect cattle 
feed. Also, as far as is known, as a 
fungus it should have no deterimental 
effect in the making of good silage. 
There is no economic way to control 
this at the present time. It would 
add too much to the cost of the pro- 
duction of corn to try and spray for

1 ved as the effectiveness of the 

“csures themselves. 


Uniess the Finance Minister 
{xshions a powerful dose of 
susterity in the next three 
eweekr, it is now probable that 
prices will continue to spiral for 
at least the rest of this year. 


In. fact, after careful assess- 
ment by economists and busi- 
nessmen, there was considerable 
suspicion that present govern- 
ment policy is dictated more by 
the strategies of the power 
struggle now going on to suc- 
ceed Prime Minister Pearson, 

The spectacle of the cabinet, 
in Mr. Pearson’s absence, decid- 
ing to postpone introduction of 
medicare for another year 
raised the question of whether 
the’ Prime Minister was any 
‘longer in real control of his ad- 
ministration. 

Of the main contenders to 
succeed the PM, «. Mitchell 
Sharp’s “one-upmanship” might 
have gained him temporary as- 
cendancy. Clearly, the other 
eabinet right wingers such as 
Defense Minister Paul Hellyer 
and Trade Minister Robert Win- 
ters were backing Sharp at this 
point in his struggle against 
Walter Gordon and Health Min- 
ister Allan MacEachen. 

How long the coalition can 
hang together is questionable, 
because most Liberal back- 
benchers — angered at the cabi- 
net’s jettisoning of medicare 
without taking the matter to the 
‘party caucus --- are far from 
united behind Sharp's volicies. 

If Octover’s baby budvet ives 
up to advance billing, it ts Wn- 


likely to produce any real anti- 
inflationary policies. In fact the 
Finance Minister has already 
dismissed measures which 
would do much more to combat 
inflatign than anything he has 
so far proposed. 

Chief of these is medicare. 
The reasons Mr. Sharp gave for 


deleying medicare (a Liberal 


party promise which goes ail the 
way back to 1919), were that the 
country could not afford it, and 
that it would be inflationary. 

Rather than being infiationay 
ry, medicare would have exactly 
the opposite regult. While Cana- 
diats individually already spend 
a great deal of money on health 
care, it cannot be denied that 
universal medicare would in- 
crease our expenditures in this 
field. 

As tax increases are generally 
regarded as the only effective 
antidote to an over-hepted econ- 
omy, why then would a medi- 
care pregram — which would 
drain off spending on consumer 
goods and channel monies into 
medical research, hospital ex- 
pansion and doctor's services — 
be inflationary? 

Ly proposing instead to raise 
taxes in order to increase pen- 
sions to a minimum of $105 
monthly and to give raises to 


the armed forces, Mr. Sharp is 


merely assuring that money 
which would be spent by one 
group of taxpayers is trans- 
ferred to another group of tax- 
pavers, which will then spend it 
even more quickly. 

in all of the discussion of ris- 
ing prices and the emphasis on 
wage hikes as a primary ‘cause 
the two fundamental sources of 
our present inflationary cycle 
have been overlooked. 

‘The major cause is the steadi- 
ly mounting military expendi- 
ture of the United States. This 
spending — $50 billion a year; 
one half of the entire U.S. budg- 
et — has infected every phase 
of the North American econo- 
my. Unlike the Korean war, 
which bailed North America out 
of a recession the Vietnam con- 


éflict came at the end of several © 


years of mounting prosperity. 

Yhe second main cause of in- 
creased prices has been the 
need of business firms to pass 
on to consumers not just the ac- 
tual ineveas@s in’costs of labor

“It is now four months past the

received but application is still to he 
-made,” Reeve Beckett said. 

Mr. Beckett sad that already 
$190,000 had been spent on the pro- 
ject and he would hate to see the 
money go down the drain.

| Shakespearian are performed. 

I have been a faithful and certainly 
well entertained supporter of the 
Stratford Festival ever since it start- 
ed, 14 years ago, in its first home 
which was a tent. I believe it to be 
something of which every Canadian 
should be pread. Not only has it been 
a* succssful theatrical enterprise, but 
it has proved we are not a country 
so new we haven't any sense of cul- 
ture. 

Being influenced by 
pressed opinions I have found, has 
often deprived me of many pleasur- 
able theatrical experiences. Now I 
seldom, if ever, read their coniments 
until after I have attended a per- 
formance. Such was the case when I 
chose Michael Bawiree’s “The Last 
of the Tsars’, for my annual visit 
to Stratford.

Both have sound credentials 
to back up their remarks. 

Bernie Custis was the first 
Negro quarterback. to make 
the grade ffi Canada. He was 
named to the all-star team at 
that position and then 
switched to halfback where he 
‘again received all-star plau- 
dits. 

Dick Brown made the 
dream team as a defensive 
back. Brown was noted for his 
rock-ribbed tackles and tough 
munt réturning. 

@ “hese two handled the 
conchine reins of the Oakville 
Black Knights for five years 
in the Senior Ontario Rugby 
Football Union. They are now 

coaching Burlington Braves, a 
junior entry. 

A league ruling stipulates a 
Senior ORFU club can only 
use 28 players in a game, al- 
though they can sign as many 
as they like until “a cutoff 
date” e«omes itito effect. near 
the end of the regular cam- 
paign. This is basically the 
same setup across Canada, in- 
- cluding high school leagues. 

Brown and Custis are posi- 
tive this arrangement is 
blocking the development of 
young Canadian footballers. 

As Brown put it: “The pro 
teams are crying for Canadian 
talent, bul they tOrn around 
and handcuff us by only al- 
lowing certain players to 
make the team.” 

His solution would be to al- 
low any amateur team in Can- 
ada to dress as many players 
2s it desired, enshling the 
coaches to “assess various 
players under game condi- 
tions.” In many instances cer- 
tain players sparkle in prac- 


A glaring weakness 


tice but fizzle in games, and 

vice versa. This makes it an 

almost impossible task for any 
hing staff tocorrectly 
luate cach player. 

Custis feels the CFL 
should “throw open the door 
and allow amateur teams to 
dress 100 players for games if 
the coach wanted to. In this 
way more youngsters would 
he given the opportunity of 
proving themselves one way 
or the other.” 

Naturally” this cannot be 
done on a professional level 
as the pro ¢lub’s bankroll 
would be quickly wiped out. 

Canada has produced the 
finest hockey players in the 
world and the reason is sim- 
ple — opportunity. Granted, 
hockey has hundreds of more 
organized teams than football, 
but stop to consider why. Due 
to the popularity of the sport 
the many leagues expand set- 
ting up a horde of classified 


groupings’ allowing even the 


worst to play. 

Football almost discourages 
youngsters who aren’t blessed 
with an abundance of natural 
ability which shows quickly. 
Often a boy turns out for a 
grid squad, and after two or 
three practices, is released by 
the coach because he hasn't 
shown anything. How could 
he? 

Our professional clubs are 
attempting to skirt this obsta- 
cle by sending “rookies” to 
American colleges via the 
scholarship route. This is 
only helping a small minority 
of budding players. 

If the CFL is serfous with 
its develupment scheme it will 
correct this glaring weakness. 

All that is needed is for the 
CFL to pass a ruling which 
would allow any amateur 
team to use as many players 


‘as possible. Then, and only 


then, will anialeur coaches be 
able to say, in the words of 
Winston Churebill, “Give us 


the tools and we will finish
